Summary of reasons for decision: 


The advertising material is a double-sided card that originates in the German cultural context and 
ostensibly advertises items that can be used to avoid the detection of dmg use. It is restricted to 
adults because it contains an image showing a woman with a penis apparently urinating in the 
mouth of a figure in a head-mask. Although both the penis and the urine are fake or synthetic 
products, the image is explicit and degrading. This image is likely to shock or disturb children and 
young people. 






The material is clearly intended to be playful and humorous and it is likely that many people 
would consider that the card advertises "joke" products. It features a clown character known in 
Germany for his preoccupation with urine, and it is clearly intended for adults. Although the 
vulgar humour of the image on the front references a sexual practice, there are no other sexual 
elements on the card and it does not promote or support the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. Nor is it likely that its contents would encourage dmg use. 

A Bill of Rights framework requires that limitations on the availability of publications must be 
reasonable and demonstrably justifiable. Restricting the availability of the advertising material to 
adults represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression that is consistent with 
preventing injury to the public good.
